any day, and when it does come, Blaine 
will be to Arthur's administration what 
Clay was to Tyler's; what Douglas was to 
Buchanan's, and what Stevens was to 
Johnson's. It may or may not make 
Blaine President, but it will leave Arthur's 
administration a hopeless wreck. Blaine 
is the confessed representative of the 
policy' of the late President (iartieUl and 
the issue as a(repted by the Nation is a 
direct issue between a better Republican 
rule and a cotiibinalioii of spoilsmen. Such 
an issue, with Blaine's matchless ability 
and magnetism to inspire the popular side 
can mean but one; result — the overthrow 
of Arthur and the mastery of Blaine.
